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MARVIN BELLS’s most recent book of 
poems, Iris of Creation, was published in 
1990, preceded by his New and Selected 
Poems in 1987.

He served as 
editor for a compilation of two novels by 
the late John Gardner, and, among other 
textbooks, for Speaking of Writing: Selected 
Hopwood Lectures. 





DAVID HUDDLE'’S books include Stop- 
ping by Home, The High Spirits, Only the 
Little Bone, Paper Boy, The Nature of Yearn- 
ing, Intimates and The Writing Habit. He 
has held two fellowships from the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Arts and fel- 
lowships from Yaddo, the Bread Loaf 
Writers’ Conference and the Virginia Cen- 
ter for the Creative Arts. Huddle teaches 
at the University of Vermont and at the 
Bread Loaf School of English, where in 
1991 he was Robert Frost Professor of 
American Literature. He holds an Honor- 
ary Doctorate of Humanities from 
Shenandoah College and Conservatory. 
Huddle’s poetry, fiction and essays have 
appeared in Esquire, Harper's, The New 
York Times Book Review, The New York Times 
Magazine, Poetry, The Hudson Review, Vir- 
ginia Quarterly Review and The Gettysburgh 
Review. In 1993 he will be Acting Editor of 
New England Review. 





DONALD JUSTICE is the author of The 
Summer Anniversaries, Night Light, Depar- 
tures and Selected Poems (all poetry); Pla- 
tonic Scripts (criticism); and The Sunset 
Maker (poems, stories and memoir). He 
has been a Guggenheim Fellow, and he 
received the 1980 Pulitzer Prize in Poetry. 
Mr. Justice has taught at Princeton Uni- 
versity, The University of lowa, the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and the University of 
Florida. He was the 1988 Fellow of the 
Academy of American Poets, and was a 
co-winner, in 1991, of the Bollingen Prize 
for Poetry. His latest book, A Donald 
Justice Reader, was published in 1992.

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JAY PARINI is a poet and novelist who 
teaches at Middlebury College.

In 1973 he received a Pulitzer Prize for 
criticism, and in 1985 he won an Emmy 
for his commentaries on the CBS news 
show, Sunday Morning. His books in- 
clude: Face Value, Toot-Toot-Tootsie, 
Goodbye (novels); The Newscasters, Super 
Tube, White Town Drowsing and The Beast, 
The Eunuch and The Glass-Eyed Child (non- 
fiction).
